Police continue 
to target town 
centre’s night 
time economy 
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OFFICERS in 
Bridgend have 
launched Operation 
Brake to raise 
awareness of child 
sexual exploitation. 

Child sexual exploita¬ 
tion (CSE) can happen 
to any child under the 
age of 18 making them 
vulnerable within the 
town centre’s night time 
economy. 

The operation 

involves partnership 


working between South 
Wales Police’s licensing 
and CSE teams along 
with Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s 
licensing enforcement 
teams. Specially trained 
CSE officers joined 
SWP licensing officers 
and council enforcement 
officers for the operation 
on Saturday, April 20. 

Taxi drivers and staff 
at licensed premises were 
spoken to by officers and 
posters highlighting how 
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to identify the risks of 
CSE were distributed 
across the town. 

Thirteen fake IDs were 
seized, including 11 fake 
driving licences and two 
fake passports. 

Officers spoke with 
groups of young people 
in the town centre on 
the dangers of underage 
drinking and how this 
could put them at risk 
of getting involved in 
serious incidents which 
could affect the rest of 
their lives. 

Detective Chief 
Inspector Phil Sparrow 
said: “We are committed 
to tackling child sexual 
exploitation in south 
Wales and protecting the 
most vulnerable young 
persons within our com¬ 
munities. CSE is a crime 
which has a devastating 
impact on victims.”

Students bring the legend of 
The Green Lady of Caerphilly 
Castle to life at the RHS Show 


THE RHS Show

Her 
elaborate dress, green to 
represent her husband’s 
envy, was tastefully dis¬ 
played at the show with 
ferns, hostas, moss and 
boughs of evergreen.

Her flowing gown 
extended three quarters 
of the way around the 
shadows of the leaning 
tower. 

Designed by 
second-year HND 
horticulture, garden 
and landscape design 
students at the college, 
the display was started 
from scratch: from 
plant production to 


the construction of 
the feature. A college 
spokesperson said: 
“The Green Lady was 
certainly an attraction, 
with many visitors 
commending the effort 
of the students.“ 

The construction of 
the Green Lady took 
two weeks, from the 
transportation of base 
materials to the full 


installation and mainte¬ 
nance on the day. The 
college has since been 
approached by Cadw, 
the historic environment 
service of the Welsh 
Government, to poten¬ 
tially display the feature 
at Caerphilly Castle in 
the near future. 

HND year 1 students 
also put their planting 
skills to the test to 


create a blossoming bed 
that supports the health 
benefits of horticulture 
and the environment. 
They were awarded 
a silver award at the 
show.

SUNDAY, April 
14, saw 46 horse 
riders turned out 
for a ‘Pass Wide 
and Slow’ event - 
designed to raise 
awareness and 
educate drivers 
about how to pass 
horses safely. 

Organised by Carley 
O’Callaghan, it started 
at Kenfig Nature 
Reserve, and was one 
of many similar events 
organised on the same 
day around the UK by 
the Pass Wide & Slow 
FB eampaign group. 

Carley told The 
GEM: “The soeiety had 
845 incidents reported 
to them in the last year. 
In these incidents, four 
people lost their lives, 
115 were injured and 
87 horses died. Over 
70 per cent of incidents 
occurred due to vehicles 
passing too closely to 
the horse. 

“The aim of the ride 
was to raise awareness

Council signs 
up to energy 
efficiency 
programme 


HUNDREDS of 
homes in Bridgend 
county borough will 
be eligible to receive 
new funding later 
this year to carry 
out energy efficiency 
improvements that 
aim to reduce fuel 
bills. 

Cabinet members 
from Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) have agreed 
that the local authority 
will take part in the 
Welsh Government’s 
latest domestic energy 
efficiency programme, 
which is being created to 
tackle fuel poverty across 
Wales. 

A home is considered 
to be in fuel poverty if 
more than 10 per cent of 
their household income 
is spent on energy, while 
a home that spends more 
than 20 per cent of their 
total household income 
on energy is said to be in 
severe fuel poverty. 

By 2021, £54m will 
be invested by the pro¬ 
gramme into energy 


efficiency improvements 
in more than 6,000 homes 
in Wales where fuel 
poverty is prevalent. The 
funding will come from 
the European Regional 
Development Fund, 
Welsh Government and 
energy supply com¬ 
pany sources through 
the Energy Company 
Obligation. 

Running the pro¬ 
gramme for the Welsh 
Government will be 
Arbed am Byth, which is 
a joint venture company 
between Everwarm and 
the Energy Savings trust. 

Cllr Richard Young, 
BCBC’s cabinet member 
for communities, said: 
“We are wholeheartedly 
behind any initiatives 
which help to tackle 
fuel poverty in our 
communities. The Welsh 
Government has oper¬ 
ated domestic energy 
efficiency programmes 
for over a decade now, 
which have brought 
many benefits to local 
residents, and I am 
excited about what this 
latest programme will 


deliver. 

“Our early thinking 
is that the Morfa ward 
in Bridgend town centre 
would be suitable, as 
well as parts of Kenfig 
Hill, Comelly, Pyle and 
Cefn Cribwr. But the 
exact areas still need 
to be considered a bit 
further before letters will 
be sent out later this year 
to all residents who are 
invited to engage with 
the programme - based 
on them meeting certain 
criteria. Full details will 
be publicised as soon as 
possible via a widespread 
awareness campaign.” 

Energy saving meas¬ 
ures that could be funded 
through the programme 
include: draught proof¬ 
ing, low energy light 
bulbs, loft insulation, 
cavity wall insulation, 
external wall insulation, 
thermostatic radiator 
valves, central heating 
systems, radiators, and 
renewable technologies 
such as heat pumps and 
solar panels. 


Recycling Centres to 
open for one hour less 


BRIDGEND 
county borough’s 
three community 
recycling centres 
will soon open for 
one hour less each 
day. 

Cabinet members 
from BCBC have 
agreed to reduce the 
opening hours slightly, 
saying that the move 
will save the local 
authority £17,000 each 
year without causing 
residents too much 
disruption. 

Cllr Hywel Williams, 
the council’s Deputy 
Leader said: “Reducing 
the opening hours will 
have a minimal impact 
on recycling levels but 
will contribute towards 


the huge financial 
savings that the council 
is required to make. 

“This change was one 
of the money-saving 
suggestions that 
received support from 
the residents who 
completed our ‘Shaping 


Bridgend’s Future’ 
budget consultation last 
autumn.” 

Details of the exact 
changes to opening 
hours at the centres in 
Tythegston, Brynmenyn 
and Maesteg will be 
announced soon.

Council plans to mix 
education with 
enforcement to beat 
littering problems 


BRIDGEND County 
Borough Council (BCBC) has 
announced plans to tackle 
litter bugs and irresponsible 
dog owners who are spoiling 
the local environment. 

The council has appointed 3GS as 
its education and enforcement partner 
to patrol problem spots across the 
county borough. 

Anyone caught deliberately littering 
streets, parks and public places could 
face a fine, but education and preven¬ 
tion will be the priority. 

Cllr Hywel Williams, BCBC’s 
Deputy Leader said: “Much to every¬ 
one’s Ihistration, there are certain 
parts of the county borough that have 
particular problems with littering and 
dog mess. 

“These environmental crimes are 
some of the biggest issues that constit¬ 
uents report to us. 

“We firmly believe that education 
is the best form of prevention, so 
3GS will work closely with our waste 
department to help educate residents 
and promote our positive anti-littering 
campaigns. 

“We have worked hard to install 
more bins where they are needed, and 
are always open to consider residents’ 
requests for more bins; but unfortu¬ 
nately there are some residents who 
have total disregard for others and 
continue to dirty our streets despite 
the fact that there are bins nearby. 


“We need to get across the message 
that littering is a criminal offence and 
won’t be accepted. We haven’t always 
had sufficient resources and powers 
to enforce penalties, but I’m very 
pleased to say that this new contract is 
a major step in the right direction. 

“When we consulted with local 
residents on this matter last year, 
residents were overwhelmingly sup¬ 
portive of the idea of being tougher on 
those who spoil it for others.” 

The council’s contract with 3GS 
has been agreed for an initial 12 
months with an option to extend. 

The contract will be operated on a 
self-funded basis. Funds received 
above the cost of the contract can be 
used for anti-littering education and 
promotional purposes. 

Martin Jerrold, 3GS managing 
director, said: “3GS acts as a propor¬ 
tionate enforcer, meaning that fixed 
penalty notices are issued based on 
need. 

“Our aim is to reduce environmen¬ 
tal crime for the long-term. 

“We will join forces with the 
council to promote their anti-littering 
campaigns throughout local commu¬ 
nities to highlight the threat, harm 
and risk of littering, and will remind 
people about the penalties in place for 
committing these crimes.”

‘Eyes and ears vulnerable to allergies’ 


A MAESTEG 
optician is marking 
Allergy Awareness 
Week (April 29 - 
May 3) by advising 
locals on how to 
handle their hay 
fever and other 
allergies ahead of 
the summer. 

Specsavers in Maesteg 
is advising glasses and 
contact lens-wearers, as 
well as people with hear¬ 
ing aids, what they can 
do to minimise symp¬ 
toms caused by allergies 
such as hay fever, as part 
of the annual initiative 
organised by charity 
Allergy UK. 

Simon Morris, store 
director of Specsavers 
in Maesteg, said: “Hay 
fever sufferers who 
wear contact lenses 
may notice the vision 
through their lenses can 
appear smeary, and their 
eyes can generally feel 
uncomfortable. 

“However, there are 
some things contact lens 
wearers can try to help 
reduce the irritation. 
Contact lens-friendly 
eye drops can help to 
calm down any itchiness 
and wearing prescription 
glasses - particularly 
wraparound sunglasses - 
can prevent pollen from 
getting into your eyes. 


“Those suffering from 
hay fever could also try 
daily disposable lenses 
during the summer 
months. While it’s not 
always possible, staying 
inside when the pollen 
count is high will help to 
avoid irritation. It’s also 
important to wash your 
hands and face regularly 
and change your clothes 


when you get home to 
remove pollen, and, more 
than anything, avoid rub¬ 
bing your eyes.” 

But it is not just eyes 
which are affected. Hay 
fever can also cause your 
ears to become itchy or 
inflamed. 

Kevin Thomas, 
audiology director at 
Specsavers in Maesteg, 


added: “Allergic reac¬ 
tions can cause the outer 
ear to itch or swell. The 
middle ear contains the 
eustachian tube, which 
acts as a drainage tube; 
but when mucus clogs 
the middle ear, it affects 
that drainage. This leads 
to a build-up in pres¬ 
sure, which can cause 
discomfort.”

Stroke club speaker 
reflects on life as a 
clergyman’s wife 



PORTHCAWL 
Stroke Club wel¬ 
comed speaker Mrs 
Pat Richards, whose 
topic was ‘The life 
of a Minister’s 
wife in a Methodist 
Church’. 

Pat came from 
Bedlinog, a small village 
in the Taff Bargoed 
valley 10km north of 
Pontypridd. 

At the age of 19, Pat 
got married to Colin 
Richards, minister of 
a Methodist Church 
in Skewen, Swansea. 
At that young age, Pat 
wasn’t ready for the role 
of a minister’s wife and 
she found it quite daunt¬ 
ing at times; especially 
once her first child was 
bom, balancing husband, 
family and church. 

Pat was expected to 
know everything, events, 
planning and the needs 
of the flock. She was a 
sounding board for her 
husband, questioning 
progress or goals, yet 
encouraging and stead¬ 
fast in supporting the 
vision that God had given 
them. They worked as a 
team to do God’s work. 
Pat was a counsellor, 
a protector, a wife and 
mother. 

In 1969 Pat and Colin 
moved to Porthcawl, 
where the manse was in 
such a mess they had to 
seek help to be able to 
turn it back into a home. 
Colin knocked down an 
inner wall, while their 
first child John lay in his 
cot; in between all this, 
Pat had people in and 
out of the manse for var¬ 
ious reasons and because 
Colin would never turn 
anyone away, he often 


invited people unexpect¬ 
edly for a meal - which 
Pat gracefully provided. 

Colin’s work at Trinity 
Church in Porthcawl, 
although rewarding, was 
indeed a hard one. His 
day started at 8:30am 
and would finish late 
evenings; the work is a 
tme calling from God 
and there are not many 
who would be able to fill 
the tasks. 

Colin not only 
provided worship in 
Porthcawl, but Cefn and 
Kenfig Hill - it was a 
vast circuit to cover. He 
was also the chaplain for 
the RAF. 

In 1971 the first alter¬ 
ations and extensions to 
the church started, mak¬ 
ing way for more facili¬ 
ties. The large hall now 
hosts various functions. 
Colin even laid a carpet 
and knocked down walls. 

RAF Saint Athan built 
a circled stmcture out¬ 
side the church, depicting 
the three wooden crosses 
of Jesus and the two 
criminals and the figures 
of the people at the cross. 


all made in steel. One 
was Jesus’ mother, can 
you imagine the effect on 
her, seeing her son die in 
such a way? 

Trinity Church is the 
hub of the community 
and was one of the first 
churches to use a com¬ 
puter for church services, 
so you can imagine how 
delighted Colin and Pat 
were after using a print¬ 
ing press for years. 

There were family 
swaps: a young family 
from the USA. Although 
Pat and Colin are now 
both retired they are still 
involved with the com¬ 
munity, what remarkable 
people! You could hear 
a pin drop when Pat give 
her speech and believe 
me, that is unusual in 
the Stroke Club. Happy 
Easter everyone!

THE mere mention 
of Brexit is enough 
to raise anyone’s 
blood pressure, so 
it was fortunate 
that Porthcawl 
Rotarians organ¬ 
ised a ‘Know Your 
Blood Pressure’ day 
at Trinity Church 
recently. 

The Stroke Association 
promote this annual 
event, which is supported 
nationally by Rotary 
Clubs, when people all 
over the country are 
given the opportunity to 
have their blood pressure 
checked by health pro¬ 
fessionals without having 
to make an appointment 
at a surgery. 

Of the 80 individuals 
who attended, 15 were 
advised to make a routine 
follow up appointment 
with their GP and 13 
were advised to make an 
urgent appointment. 


High blood pressure is 
a key risk factor in stroke, 
which can occur at any 
age. It is the third most 
common cause of death 
in the UK and the single 
most common cause of 
severe disability. 


Often, there may be no 
symptoms of high blood 
pressure so Porthcawl 
Rotarians support this 
event in the hope that it 
could help prevent disa¬ 
bility and save lives.

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Helen is hitting her ambitious 
target in weight loss journey 


HELEN Waite is celebrating after 
hitting her target weight with Slimming 
World after losing seven stone and 
3-and-a-half pounds.

Craig Zahler 
may only be 
three films 
into his career, 
but already he 
has shown he is 
an idiosyncratic, 
single-minded and 
bold filmmaker. 

His debut. Bone 
Tomahawk, was 
Western by way of can¬ 
nibalistic horror, while 
Brawl In Cell Block 99 
took the prison movie 
genre and dosed it with 
steroids, creating an 
unflinching and brutal 
piece of work. 

His third film sees 
him re-team with the 
star of ... Cell Block 
99, Vince Vaughn, 
in Dragged Across 
Concrete. Vaughn and 
Mel Gibson (something 
of a controversy magnet 
himself) star as two 
police detectives, 
Lurasetti and Ridgeman, 
who are suspended 
for their over-zealous 
behaviour. 

When the pair decide 
to chase down compen¬ 
sation for their efforts, 
they find themselves 
deep in the criminal 
underworld where they 
are targets for no end of 
unsavoury characters... 

The set-up for 
Dragged Across 
Concrete is one that 
has become a little 
over-familiar in recent 
years (police officers go 
rogue) and one that, on 
face value, doesn’t seem 
to deserve a runtime of 
159 minutes either. 

However, the assured 
touch of writer/director 
Zahler takes what may 
have been cliched and 
portentous and turns in 
a piece of work that is 
gripping, compelling. 


sometimes ethereal and 
captivating. 

There’s more to 
the set-up than meets 
the eye - the film 
opens with the release 
from prison of Henry 
(Tory Kittles), whose 
involvement in the story 
doesn’t really kick in 
until the second half 
where he proves to be a 
key component. 

It is only after we’ve 
met Henry that we 
are introduced to the 
characters of Ridgeman 
and Lurasetti, and how 
a little heavy-handed 
arrest soon spirals out 
of control when social 
media gets involved 
(there is something 
uncomfortable yet 
hugely watchable seeing 
Mel Gibson debate 
the ethics of the media 
exposing people’s intol¬ 
erance given his run-ins 
of the past few years). 

So what follows is 
a typical story strand 
- both detectives can’t 
afford to be suspended 
without pay, Ridgeman 
due to the area he lives 
in and his sick wife, 
Lurasetti because of 
fears his girlfriend may 
think him beneath her - 
and they take action. 

What Zahler does, 
both in the director’s 
chair and with the 
script, is take his time 
to tell the story - there 
are plenty of two- 
handed scenes where 
characters interact, and 
Zahler never feels the 
need to rush these, his 
camera a bystander to 
proceedings. He ups the 
pace when he needs to, 
yet also luxuriates in the 
performances, which are 
all excellent. 

Gibson does the

grizzled police officer 
routine incredibly well, 
a man with the weight 
of the world on his 
shoulders and trying to 
do the best thing for his 
family, and it’s a turn 
that reminds you that 
beneath the controversy, 
he’s an actor whose age 
is becoming a useful 
tool. 

Vaughn (who was 
directed so memorably 
by Zahler in Brawl 
In Cell Block 99) is 
incredibly dialled 
down; smart yet not 
smarmy, his character is 
equally well-drawn and 
Vaughn responds with 
an incredibly watch- 
able performance, his 
reluctant involvement in 
the escapade set up by 
Ridgeman a constant in 
the pair’s relationship. 

Tory Kittles is the 
film’s hidden attraction 
- as the recently-re¬ 
leased Henry he is in 
very much the same 
situation as Ridgeman 
and Lurasetti, yet on 
the other side of the 
law. However, Kittle’s 
compelling turn, almost 


Looking to advertise in over 45,000 
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playing the moral com¬ 
pass of the film, is beau¬ 
tifully understated and 
powerfully portrayed. 

If Zahler’s first two 
films have shown his 
skills as a writer and 
director working within 
genre confines and 
twisting them, then this 
is his tour de force so 
far. 

The dialogue is 
crisp, economical and 
drives the plot forward, 
while there are some 
wonderful little touches 
he uses that sometimes 
deviate from the story 
yet hold your attention 
(a subplot with Jennifer 
Carpenter’s new mother 
struggling to return to 
work is exceptional). 

Visually, he works 
within genre rules, 
yet the direction has 
a woozy feel to it that 
gives it a different, and 
hugely satisfying, feel. 

It’s a film of rare 
power, one that never 
puts its pedal to the 
floor but it doesn’t 
need to - it knows 
that the characters, 
performances, dialogue 
and direction will hold 
you rapt throughout. As 
such. Dragged Across 
Concrete is one of the 
most quietly engrossing 
and pleasing films of 
the year. 

VERDICT: S. 

Craig Zahler’s third 
film is also his best 
yet. Dragged Across 
Concrete a dark, minor 
key triumph. His 
plotting and dialogue 
are pitch-perfect and he 
draws incredible perfor¬ 
mances from the whole 
cast, in particular Mel 
Gibson, Vince Vaughn 
and Tory Kittles. 

What could have 
fallen into cliche and 
over-familiarity instead 
feels exceptionally vital. 
Essential viewing.

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What Kirsty said about 
Llancarfan school - AM and 
Vale Council at loggerheads 


RHOOSE coun¬ 
cillor and South 
Wales Central AM 
Andrew RT Davies 
has claimed that 
alternative plans to 
secure the future 
of Llancarfan 
Primary School 
can be brought 
forward, following 
Welsh Government 
clarification on the 
funding options 
available. 

However, a Vale 
Couneil spokesper¬ 
son disagreed with 
Mr Davies over his 
interpretation of this 
clarification. 

The council plans 
to close the school and 
move it to a new site in 
Rhoose four miles away, 
a move the council 
claims is necessary to 
access funds under the 
21 St Century Schools 
Programme. Building 
Bulletin 99 is the 
national framework for 
primary school building 
projects, which sets out 
minimum criteria for site 
area and building space. 

The council claims 
that neither Llancarfan 
Primary School nor 
Rhws Primary School 


satisfy these criteria, and 
so neither site would 
qualify for funding. But 
in response to a Written 
Assembly Question 
from Mr Davies, 
Education Minister 
Kirsty Williams said 
that Welsh Government 
contributions under the 
scheme are “normally 
based on the costs of 
the building to the max¬ 
imum of the building 
bulletin size range”, but 
“the decision on school 
size ultimately rests 
with the local authority, 
and can be affected by 
local policy and funding 
arrangements”. 

Following this, 
Mr Davies called on 
the council to halt the 
process, and explore an 
alternative application 
to develop the existing 
schools in Rhoose and 
Llancarfan. Mr Davies 
said: “The council has 
long claimed there is no 
business case to keep 
Llancarfan Primary 
School in Llancarfan, 
on the basis the existing 
site would not qualify 
for 21 st Century Schools 
funding.

comes to building size, 
and that the guidance 
is not mandatory. It is 
therefore perfectly fea¬ 
sible that funding could 
be provided to develop 
the existing schools in 
Llancarfan and Rhoose. 

“The council should 
submit an application 
for this to the Welsh 
Government, who have 
an interest in protecting 
the Vale’s only formally 
designated rural school. 
In the meantime, the 
plans to close the school 
should be scrapped 
while all effort is put 
into trying to save the 
existing school in 
Llancarfan.” 

A Vale Council 
spokesperson said: “The 
council has developed a 
scheme to deliver a new 
school building, which 
will not only provide 
for pupils from new 
housing developments 


in Rhoose but will also 
address the high number 
of surplus school places 
at Llancarfan, which is 
set to continue as the 
birth rate in the school’s 
catchment area falls. 

“Andrew RT Davies’ 
suggestion that the coun¬ 
cil invests in two existing 
school buildings to pro¬ 
vide additional school 
places doesn’t make 
sense. The solution we 
have come up with will 
ensure pupils in the Vale 
can benefit from the very 
best facilities possible. 

“It is disappointing 
that Mr Davies has 
chosen to only partially 
share Kirsty Williams’ 
response, in which 
she is clear that Welsh 
Government require 
councils to meet the 
Building Bulletin 99 reg¬ 
ulations when applying 
for Welsh Government 
funding.”

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Hundreds back 
Barry mum’s 
education petition 


A Barry mum’s online petition 
demanding better funding for 
Vale schools has been signed 
by more than 800 people. 

Mum of two Lucy Jones put the 
petition called ‘Match school funding 
to national average in the Vale of 
Glamorgan’ on Change.org and within 
days it had attracted hundreds of 
supporters. 

She said: “Our schools are funded 
significantly under the national 
average, and the basics required to 
give our children the education they 
deserve are compromised. 

“The Vale of Glamorgan receives 
£606 less per pupil than the Welsh 
average and £1,360 less per pupil than 
the highest-funded local authority. 
Headteachers all over the Vale are 
letting us know the pressures they are 
under financially just to make ends 
meet.” 

On the petition website she 
added: “Please sign the petition to 
show the First Minister we care about 
our ehildren’s education. We need 
to get behind our headteachers, all 
school staff and our children. We can¬ 
not sit back and allow bureaucracy to 
stamp all over our children’s future.” 

Miss Jones had recently reeeived a 
letter from primary school headteach¬ 
ers in Barry saying they were at crisis 
point. 

In the letter, the headteachers 
issued stark warnings, including that 
children’s education and safety eould 
be compromised. They said there may 
be enforced redundancies for teachers 
and learning support assistants. 

The letter to parents and carers 
reads: “Onee again, the Vale Council 
has taken money from other budgets 
and funded schools at significantly 
more than they are allocated by Welsh 
Government. We are grateful to our 
couneillors as without this our schools 
would have become untenable. 

“As a group of Barry schools alone 
we will need to find hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds in savings this year. 

“To be clear, we are short of what 
we will need just to stand still. Many 
schools are looking at redundaneies 
for teachers and LSAs. 

“We all have predicted shortfalls 
(double this year’s) for the next finan¬ 
cial year. Your ehildren’s education 
and life chances are being compro¬ 
mised by the Welsh Government’s 
failure to fund schools properly.” 

The headteachers appealed to 


parents to let politicians know how 
they feel. 

Vale Couneil Leader, Cllr John 
Thomas, told The GEM he was 
pleased to see teachers in Barry, 
and other areas of the Vale, show¬ 
ing solidarity against the Welsh 
Government’s “flawed pupil funding 
system”. 

He said: “There is a failure to 
acknowledge that we receive the 
lowest level of funding for education 
from Welsh Government in the first 
instance as a result of a flawed for¬ 
mula designed by Welsh Government. 
While it may have once been 
effeetive, this formula has not been 
reviewed for 18 years and relies on 
data gathered in the 1991 census. 

“It simply beggars belief that the 
funding of possibly the most impor¬ 
tant area of our work is determined by 
data that is almost 30 years old... The 
fact is Vale pupils’ edueation is being 
held back by the use of an outdated 
and flawed Welsh Government 
formula.” 

The GEM put the points made by 
Miss Jones and Cllr Thomas to the 
Welsh Government. 

A spokesman explained: “It’s 
important to note that the level of 
spending on schools is set by individ¬ 
ual local authorities, not by the Welsh 
Government. The Vale of Glamorgan 
spends the least per pupil in Wales. 

“We recognise that to eontinue to 
raise standards, our schools and teach¬ 
ers need additional support. That 
is why we recently announced the 
single biggest investment for teachers 
since devolution - a £24m package of 
professional learning to support the 
new curriculum, giving schools the 
time and resources they need.” 

On Clh Thomas’s comments on 
the funding formula, the spokesman 
said: “The vast majority of Welsh 
Government funding for schools 
comes from the local government 
settlement and over 90 per cent of the 
schools’ part of the formula is based 
on data updated annually, such as 
pupil numbers. 

“The funding formula is agreed 
each year and we have presented 
proposals to update the 1991 cen¬ 
sus-related element. However, these 
proposals were not pursued by local 
authorities.”

Foodbank reveals increase 
over last 12 months 


THE Vale Food bank pro¬ 
vided 3,833 three-day emer¬ 
gency food parcels to local 
people between April 2018 to 
March 2019. Of this number, 
1,414 went to children. 

The loeal food bank’s figures feed 
into a larger national picture with a 
record increase in foodbank use aeross 
the UK reported today by the Trussell 
Trust. 

The Vale Food bank is backing 
calls from the Trussell Trust to ensure 
the benefits system is able to protect 
people from poverty. 

The figures from the Vale Food 
bank are an 11 per cent increase on 
the same period last year. The charity 
believes the local increase is due to 
people struggling with continued 
issues with benefit payments and 
issues with Universal Credit, such as 
the five-week wait for a first payment. 

Susan Lloyd-Selby, Vale Foodbank 


co-ordinator said: “No one in the 
Vale should need a foodbank’s help 
and we want to see an end to local 
people needing emergency food at all. 
It doesn’t have to be this way - our 
benefits system is supposed to protect 
us all from being swept into poverty. 
Universal Credit should be part of the 
solution, but eurrently the five week 
wait is leaving many without enough 
money to cover the basies - this isn’t 
right. 

“Until we reach a future where 
foodbanks are no longer needed, we’ll 
continue to provide vital support when 
it matters most. We’re dedieated to 
ensuring that people in our commu¬ 
nity without enough money for food 
are able to access emergeney support. 
Our vital work in the eommunity has 
only been possible in the last year 
because of the incredible generosity 
shown by loeal people in donating 
food, time and funds.” 


‘Uniform choice 
could be 
taken away 
from schools’ 
warns trader 


LOCAL businesses 
across Wales are 
warning against a 
proposed change 
in law around the 
supply of school 
uniform,and a 
Cowbridge retailer 
is warning that it 
could take the ele¬ 
ment of choice away 
from schools. 

Late last year, the 
Welsh Government 
launehed a eonsultation 
on plans to introduce 
new statutory guidance 
on school uniform 
in Wales, and the 
announcement met with 
coneem from industry 
representative The 
Schoolwear Association. 

The changes to 
legislation would result 
in increased competition 
for those businesses 
which supply specific 
uniform to schools as 
head teachers would be 
restricted in the ehoices 
that they could make to 
their unifoms. 

Sally Stephenson, 
direetor of The Peneil 
Case, a local schoolwear 
supplier in Cowbridge, 
said: “Historieally, most 
schools in communities 
across Wales would 
always work directly 
with a local school uni¬ 
form supplier to provide 
a uniform. 

“The suppliers would 
commit to providing all 
of the children with a 
uniform regardless of 
their size, their needs, or 
the time of the year. The 
head teacher and gov¬ 
ernors would be able to 
decide their own individ¬ 
ual uniform policy and 
how the supply chain 
should work for their 
school, but if this new 
legislation comes in, all 
of that could be lost. 

“There has been an 
independent business 
selling schoolwear in 
Cowbridge for over 50 
years, I took the business 
over five years ago and 
we consider ourselves 
very much part of the 
community. We offer 
a quality and personal 
serviee to our customers, 
and this together with 
providing local employ¬ 
ment, is paramount to 
us. 

“The school uniform 
we provide is very high 
quality and excellent 
value for money. Our 
shop adds to the High 
Street and benefits the 
loeal economy. We eare 
about the eommunity 


and we deeply value our 
customers. I don’t think 
the same can be said for 
the big supermarkets.” 

It’s not just small 
local retailers that eould 
suffer from the changes, 
but thousands of jobs 
eould be at risk at the 
suppliers which stock 
the local schoolwear 
stores. 

Mike Williams, 
sales manager for 
Wales at Winterbottoms 
Schoolwear said: 

“As it currently 
stands, we supply the 
small independent stores 
with school uniform 
agreed by the schools. If 
this change comes into 
Welsh legislation, we 
could see schools lose 
the ability to decide what 
their uniform should be, 
uniform would lose its 
“uniformity” as doors 
would open whieh 
would greatly impact on 
the industry. 

“Shops that we sup¬ 
ply would face immense 
pressure and potentially 
no longer be required. 

If demand falls in these 
local shops, due to what 
seems like a ‘cheaper’ 
alternative at supermar¬ 
kets, the retailers that 
we supply who are local 
Welsh people, could 
lose their jobs. Quality 
uniform is great value, 
lasting for many years. 
Our High Streets and 
independent retailers are 
under enough pressure 
as it is. 

“We have been 
supported by industry 
bodies like The 
Schoolwear Association 
that has not only warned 
against the change on 
behalf of all the people 
who’s job hangs in the 
balance, but has also 
explained the impaet this 
could have on pupils, 
especially those from 
poorer backgrounds. 

The change would mean 
that the option to choose 
could expose poorer 
children to scrutiny if 
their uniform isn’t seen 
to be ‘the same’ as their 
peers.” 

The consultation 
period on the legislation 
has now ended, and the 
Welsh Government is 
currently reviewing the 
responses. 

The GEM asked the 
Welsh Government to 
comment but, at the time 
of going to press, one 
had not been received.

Fortunately, he 
redeemed himself with 
a later try in the eomer;

BUYING cats or 
kittens from private 
sellers online is a 
risky business, says 
Cats Protection 
after they were 
contacted by the 
owners of two very 
sick white kittens. 

The charity’s Bridgend 
Adoption Centre recently 
took in Daffan and Dill, 
who were sold for £360 
as a pair and advertised 
as being eight weeks old. 

When the new owners 
got the kittens home, 
they quickly realised that 
something was wrong as 
they were still trying to 
suckle and had raging 
diarrhoea. 

They took the kittens 
to the vet who advised 
them that they were in 
fact around five weeks 
old, had a huge burden 
of worms and one was 
slightly jaundiced. 

The vet also warned 
them they might die, 
so they called on Cats 
Protection’s Bridgend 
Adoption Centre for 
help. 

“We were really 
shocked at how ill they 
were,” said Sue Dobbs, 
manager of the centre. 

“The little girl Daff 
was particularly bad as 
she was very cold and 


very lethargic. As well 
as diarrhoea, the kittens 
went on to develop flu 
and we soon discovered 
they were deaf too. It 
took four weeks and a 
lot of energy and money 
to get the kittens back to 
full health.” 

To offer cats the same 
welfare protection as 
dogs. Cats Protection is 
urging the Government 
to consider regulating cat 
breeding so that potential 
buyers are able to go to a 
licensed cat breeder. 

It welcomed the 
recently announced 
Welsh Government 
consultation considering 
how best to address issues 


related to cat breeding 
and selling and is also 
calling for an update to 
the law on selling cats 
to reflect the modem age 
- recognising that the 
majority of kittens and 
cats are now advertised 
for sale online. 

They are asking that 
this should include a ban 
on the commercial sale 
of kittens under eight 
weeks which could have 
prevented Daffan and 
Dill from being sold at 
such a young age. 

“Our branches across 
Wales still regularly 
tell us harrowing sto¬ 
ries of kittens bred 
and sold that are very 


sick,” said Madison 
Rogers, Advocacy and 
Government Relations 
Officer. 

“It is vital that the 
breeding of cats is reg¬ 
ulated and the law on 
selling cats in Wales is 
updated to avoid such 
tragedies. By choosing 
to adopt, rather than 
going to a breeder, you 
are caring for a kitten 
that already needs sup¬ 
port instead of bringing 
another one into the 
world,” said Madison. 

“It is also beneficial 
for you because you’ll 
have peace of mind that 
your cat or kitten is a 
healthy pet.” 


All cats and kittens 
adopted from Cats 
Protection are health- 
checked, wormed, vacci¬ 
nated against cat flu and 
enteritis, neutered where 
appropriate and come 
with a free period of pet 
insurance. 

This year. Cats 
Protection’s cat care 
assistants - who help 
look after cats like Daffan 
and Dill at Bridgend 
Adoption Centre - are 
being funded, thanks 
to players of People’s 
Postcode Lottery, who 
have raised £404 million 
to-date for similar good 
causes. 


Sky Notes for May - by 
Dave Powell of Barry 
Astronomical Society 


T he familiar constel¬ 
lation The Plough is 
almost overhead and the 
pointers show the direction to 
the northern horizon. 

Half-way down in this direction we 
can see the Pole star, half-way down 
to the horizon again is the familiar 
constellation of Cassiopeia, with its 
easy to see ‘ W’ shape. Here, with 
the aid of binoculars, we can see the 
Milky Way. 

Having watched it when it was 
almost overhead, it may now seem 
strange to see it so low in the sky. It 
can be traced from the western hori¬ 
zon, looping underneath the Pole star, 
across to the eastern horizon. 

If we go back to the Plough, locate 
the end star opposite to the pointers. 
Follow a curved line until you see a 
bright orange star: this is Arctums, 
marking the constellation of Bootes. 

Continue a curved line down 
towards the southern horizon and 
another bright star, Spica, will be 
seen. We have now arrived at the 
constellation Virgo. Spica is massive, 
something like 2.500 times as lumi¬ 
nous as our Sun. It may very well be 
a two stars (binary) system although, 
if so, they are too close together to be 
seen individually. As for its colour, 
some see it as white, others bluish/ 
white. 

If you have a dark sky you will 
note Virgo looks something like the 


letter ‘Y’ shape. Amateur astronomers 
with access to back-garden telescopes 
look forward to this time of year 
because hidden from view in the 
‘bowl’ of the letter Y are hundreds of 
galaxies. The brightest ones can be 
seen in telescopes. 

One of the easiest to see is known 
as M87, and it is a giant elliptical gal¬ 
axy thought to lie around 48/56 mil¬ 
lion light years from Earth. Galaxies 
come in different forms, but there are 
two main types: spiral, like the Milky 
Way and elliptical like M87. 

One main difference between the 
two is that we know spiral galaxies 
still have material that forms new 
stars. 

Elliptical galaxies are thought to 
have used up all the star-forming 
material. If you have a telescope you 
will need a clear, moonless night to 
search for M87. 

On April 12, a first quarter Moon 
will be near the bright star Regulus in 
the constellation of Leo. 

On April 15, the Moon is to the 
right of Spica. By the middle of May, 
the giant planet Jupiter will be rising 
just before midnight.

Memories of the 
Monmouthshire Hunt 
point-to-point 


THE Monmouthshire Point- 
To-Point racecourse was 
always popular with owners, 
riders and trainers from the 
Vale, Cowbridge’s James 
Tudor will go down in history 
as being the last jockey to ride 
a winner there. 

Brian Lee, who has been reporting 
on the Welsh hunt-racing scene for 
more than half-a-century, takes a look 
back in time... 

The Monmouthshire Hunt Point-To- 
Point Steeplechases, which had been 
held at Llanvapley near Abergavenny 
since 1953 moved to a new venue 
at the Monmouthshire Show Ground 
this year. 

\\^en I interviewed Peter Scudamore 
after he had won on a horse called 
Melivan at Llanvapley in 1978, he told 
me he was joining the paid ranks, and 
little did I think then that I was talking 
to a rider who would become cham¬ 
pion National Hunt jockey a record 
breaking eight times, and a jockey who 
would go on to ride a record breaking 
1,678 winners and who would also set 
a record of riding 221 winners during 
the 1988/89 season. 

When racing took place for the first 
time at Llanvapley, some 6,000 enthu¬ 
siasts saw the popular grey Sylvester 
11 land the adjacent hunts ladies’ race 
for the third year on the bounce. 

However, it was a close thing, with 
Sylvester 11 holding on by a head from 
the South Hereford challenger High 
Chance. 

Cowbridge’s Daphne Williams was 
the rider on this occasion, whereas 
in 1952, when the races had been 
held at Raglan, Sylvester 11 had been 
partnered by April Budgen and in 1951 
by April’s sister Ruth. 

The men’s open race was run in 
two divisions with Dick Bowen win¬ 
ning the first on Wilf Lewis’ Copper 
Street and Brian Jenkins the second 
on Gilbey. 

The following year, 1954, Sylvester 
11 won the race for the fourth time and 
in doing so beat the same horse. High 
Chance, he had beaten the previous 
year. However, the rider this time 
was Miss Penny Pragnell. The men’s 
open was won by Gilbey which beat 
Kilbraes. 

The 1955 season saw Sylvester 11 
in cracking form, winning six races. 
Unfortunately, the one race he failed 
to win was at the Monmouthshire 
where he was trounced by South 
Herefordshire’s Gay Day. 

The best men’s open race horse in 
1957 was Stoney Bridge, ridden by St 
Athan farmer Jim Thomas, who beat 
the highly-rated Worcestershire horse 
Merry Courier. 

Another good Welsh point-to-pointer 
around this time was Mr R H Jenkins’ 
bay mare Mariji, who during the 1956 
season and ridden by Isobel Lewis, 
won at the Tredegar, Monmouthshire, 
south Herefordshire, Glamorgan, 
Ludlow and Curre meetings. 

All told, Mariji won 23 races and 
Isobel was in the saddle for 22 of them. 

Howard Jones’ charmingly named 
Chingley Golden Heart, partnered by 
Howard’s brother Lloyd Jones, was 
another great favourite who graced 
the Llanvapley course back then in 
the 1950s. 

In 1962, Mr RJ Anstey’s Andy 11 
won the Somerset Cup under the leg¬ 
endary Bill Jones in one of the biggest 
fields - there were 15 runners - for the 
race in years. Andy 11 won her 17th 
and final race in 1967 when beating the 
consistent Agitate at Llanvapley. 

It was at Llanvapley the follow¬ 
ing year, 1968, that Bassaleg’s Mike 
Williams, riding like a man possessed 
on Duck and Dive, beat the famed 
front-running Bronze Miller by a neck 


in a race I will never forget. 

There was a real touch of class about 
the Monmouthshire Hunt races of 1969 
as the hunt staged three Players’ Gold 
Leaf qualifying races. 

The first was won by the Lady 
Dudley Cup winner Bright Willow, the 
second by Sunarise, who some claim 
was the best point-to-pointer ever, and 
the third by Touch of Tammy which 
went on to win, among other races, the 
Horse and Hound Cup. 

All three winners were long odds-on 
favourites but one horse who pro¬ 
vided a good result for the bookies 
was Milton Bradley’s prolific winner 
Octroi, who, under regular rider Celia 
Conley, beat the favourite Parka. 

In 1972 national champion rider Sue 
Aston chalked up her 100th winner 
at the Monmouthshire’s evening 
meeting. There were just four runners 
and Octroi pulled up after jumping 
two fences, Saledun carried out Go 
Pontinental at the next fence, leaving 
Rathcriddoge, described as ‘a very 
tricky customer’, to finish alone. 

Fast forward to 1980 and 
Abergavenny farrier Andrew James, 
riding Lady Pen, landed a huge gamble 
when winning the men’s open race 
after being backed from 20-1 to 4-1 
and off the board in places. 

However, Andrew’s most memora¬ 
ble win at Llanvapley came a couple of 
years later when riding a horse called 
Magic Rock in the members’ race - it 
fell twice and still emerged the wi nn er! 

Magic Rock was leading Kanda Fair 
until falling at the 10th fence which 
left Kanda Fair, partnered by Rodway 
Heathfield, with a clear lead. 

Quickly remounting, Andrew chased 
after the leader and was closing the gap 
only to fall again at the 14th fence. 

Undaunted, Andrew remounted 
again and by the time Kanda Fair had 
reached the final fence Andrew and 
Magic Rock had caught them up and 
went on to land the prize. 

In 1984 the Monmouthshire cele¬ 
brated their 80th anniversary, their first 
meeting having been held at Penylan, 
Llanarth in 1904. 

In 1989 the hunt staged a nine-race 
card and Andrew James was successful 
on Dashalong and Crumpet Catcher. 
Tim Jones won on Sweet Rascal and 
Lynwood Lad and his sister Pip scored 
on Celtic Remorse. 

Another nine race card was staged at 
Llanvapley in 1992 and it was at this 
meeting that the brilliant and quirky 
grey Brunico, who that year won all 
his 12 races including the Lady Dudley 
Cup, won the men’s open race under 
usual rider Ron Trellogen. 

Pontypridd’s Robert Rowsell won 
the confined on the useful Solars Pride 
and Bridgend’s Paul Hamer a division 
of the restricted on Willie McGarr. 

The following year, 1993, Rudry’s 
Tim Jones, who taught Cheltenham 
Gold Cup winner Norton’s Coin to 
jump fences, chalked up his 100th 
winner on Zephyr Nights. 

The last time racing was held at 
Llanvapley was in 2015 when Beth 
Roberts’ prolific Chesnut Annie, 
ridden by Emma Moseley, won the 
ladies’ open race beating Fine Resolve 
partnered by Rachel Leyshon. 

Leading rider James Tudor from 
Cowbridge, who had won the men’s 
open race on Repeat Business, won 
the very last race to be staged at 
Llanvapley on Banned In Bhutan. 

To name all the famous horses and 
riders who competed at Llanvapley 
which was one of the best viewing 
courses in Wales one would need to 
write a book!

Twenty-four hours earlier at Exeter, 
Chepstow’s Robert Stephens was suc¬ 
cessful with Tudors Treasure, which 
won the handicap chase under Tom 
O’Brien. 

Made the 11-4 favourite, eight- 
year-old Tudors Treasure won by a 
length from Kingston Mimosa. 

VALE POINT-TO-POINT 
POINT-To-Point racing returned to 
Redlands Farm, Bonvilston in the 
Vale last Saturday for the first time 
since 2012, and the organisers who 
worked so hard to get the course in 
shape were rewarded with a huge 
crowd, probably the best seen at 
a point-to-point in Wales for some 
years. 

There were numerous bookmakers 
in attendance and the day’s riding 
honours went to west Wales’ Ben 
Jones, age 18 who rode his first ever 
hat-trick. 

Ben won the Conditions race on 
Gun Shy, the Timico Mixed Open on 
Princely Player and the Restricted on 
Manhattan Mead. 

Gun Shy won by eight lengths from 
Bradley Gibbs’ mount Mr Sawyer, 
and Jones said: “He travelled well 
throughout.” 

Winning owner-trainer Chepstow’s 
Tommy Faulkner, who was saddling 
his seventh winner of the season, and 
who admitted to backing his horse, 
said: “We paid 2,000 guineas for him 
at the Ascot Sales and he’s a tricky 
fellow to train but all going well he 
will run at the Cheltenham Hunter 
Chase evening meeting next month.” 

Princely Player, owned by The KP 
& Nuts Racing Club, and trained by 
National Hunt trainer Peter Hobbs’ 
sister-in-law Karen Hobbs and quali¬ 
fied with the Vine and Craven Hunt in 
Berkshire, drew clear two fences from 
home from the pacemaking Yeats Ace 
(Bradley Gibbs) to win by 10 lengths 
with the odds-on Hidden Charmer 
(Jack Tudor) a further 12 lengths away 
in third spot. 

“He’s a sleepy sort but he stays all 
day,” said Jones, who had won on the 
12-year-old at Hereford Racecourse 
on April 7. 

The third leg of Ben’s hat-trick 
came in the Restricted when the blink¬ 
ered Manhattan Mead led at the last 
to beat the pacemaking Robbina (Jack 
Tudor) by one-and-a-half lengths.

Mead is owned by hunt-racing stal¬ 
wart Gwynne Phillips and trained by 
former Welsh champion point-to-point 
rider Paul Hamer in Carmarthen. 

Seven faced the starter for the Aged 
Maiden race and Welsh champion 
Bradley Gibbs, riding the eight-year- 
old Chase Me for Ledbury trainer 
James Ridley, finished 10 lengths 
ahead of the favourite SamDibien, 
trained by former leading Welsh 
National Hunt jockey Sam Thomas. 

Bradley, who received a phone call 
the night before the races offering him 
the ride, said: “The farther we went the 
better Chase Me jumped.” 

Of the five horses that went to post 
for the Young Horse Maiden, the 
youngest of them, the four-year-old 
Tim Vaughan-trained Loco CoCo led 
approaching the penultimate fence and 
went on to score by one-and-a-half 
lengths from Gibbs’ mount Thomas 
Crown. 

The Irish-bred Loco CoCo was 
ridden by Morgan Winstone, aged 18, 
who was chalking-up his first winner 
between-the flags. 

Morgan, who works for Tim 
Vaughan at nearby Aberthin, hails 
from Pontypool and has also ridden a 
winner under Rules. 

In a match for the Hunt Members 
race, the eight-year-old Rio Bravo, 
owned by Miss Claire Sherriff and 
partnered by Bradley Gibbs, made 
nearly all the running and despite 
jumping to the left went on to win by 
15 lengths from the odds-on Blazing
